JAPANESE WIN BIG BATTLE 


Kuropatkin Forced to Abandon His 


Position at Liaoyang. 


The information under date of Sept. 


1, regarding the groat Japauese-Ru«- 
&ldit conflict reads : 


The Russians have been sweepingly 


defeated at Liaoyaug aud have aban- 
doned the cit}', which has been occu- 
pied by the Japanese. 


General Kuropatkiu and his whole 


army crossed the Taitse River, which 
runs north of Liaoyang, this afternoon 
to meet a flanking attack by General 
Kuroki, who forded the Taitse 20 miles 
east of Liaoyaug, and who was mov- 
ing on the Russian rear with 100,000 
men. As soon as the Russians found 
that General Kuroki was about to cut 
off their line of retreat and attack their 
rear they hurriedly crossed the river 
thus escaping from a position where 
surrenderor annihilation would have 
been inevitable. 


There is intense rejoicing here over 


the fact that the Russians have beeu 
beaten by the Japanese in the biggest 
battle ever fought, since at the battle' 
of Liaoyaug there were more men and 
more guns engaged and, in all proba- 
bility, far more casualties than in any 
other battle since the world began. 


There was very heavy 


Liaoyang before the Russian retire- 
ment began today. At daybreak the 
Japanese army on the left delivered a 
fierce and successful assault, piercing 
the Russian lines, and later'forced the 
retirement of ths Russian troops from 
their position on the right and center. 
Marquis Oyama telegraphs that his 
losses In these as3aults were heavy. 


General Kuropatkin's defeat aud 


consequent retreat came as a thunder- 
bolt to St. Petersburg. 


Few believed it possible that with 


the great force at his command, fight- 
ing on ground chosen by himself in a 
position fortified to the highest degree, 
with the advantage of the railroad to 
bring reinforcements, he would suc- 
cumb to forces little exceeding his 
own. To understand fully the sense 
of mortification existing it must be re-

The other main edifices are types of 
Filipino homes, being built of undress- 
ed timber, bamboo and rattan, with 
thatched roofs and broad verandas. 


Then there are the tribal villages 


nestling under the trees, some of the 
houses perched high up among the 
boughs, others on piles above the wa- 
ters of the Arrowhead lake, all of them 
actual dwellings fashioned of native 
materials by native workmanship and 
illustrating tbe manners, custom** and 
pursuits of their occupants. 
Here are 


women weaving a coarse cloth on a 
rude hand loom, others making bas- 
kets, others tending irrigated fields of 
rice. One group of men are in village 
council, trying an offender according 
to their tribal laws; others are slowly 
moving in a circular dance to the thump 
of tomtoms and the clang of brass 
gongs; others, again, are smelting iron 
by the aid of a primitive bnt most in- 
genions bellows, the constituent parts 
of which are a bamboo robe and r.n air- 
tight mop of feathers working therein 
like the piston of a syringe. And these 
are but a few of an almost endless va- 
riety of life pictures. 


The ethnological problem is a some- 


what complicated one: but. although 
there are no fewer than sixteen races 
represented among the village dwellers, 
the scouts and the constabulary, each 
race speaking its own dialect and fol- 
lowing its oven customs, all may be 
roughly classified into four groups— 
the true aboriginals or non-Malays, the 
pagan Malays, the Christian Malays 
and the Mohammedan Malays. 


The first are the dwsrf Negritos, with 


dark skins and woolly heads, wearers 
of scanty raiment, proficient in the use 
of the bow and jKusoned arrow, a race 
of. nomads and forest dwellers, pagans 
pure and simple. They live in their 
own stockaded villagc. 


Neit to them are the Igorrotc?. 


whose origin is traci*d back to tlie fir=t 
wave of Malay invasion. Here. aga5:i. 
we have scanty clothing, amounting 
almost to nudity, but copper colorV.1 
skins^ lone wavy tresses, pleasrnt fea- 
tured faces and fine physiques, even 
though the stature be oHJsll. Amon^: 
these pagan Malays are tljc brad hrj::t- 
crs and the dog eaters. They arc sav- 
ages, yet have thoir code of laws and a 
knowledge of several primitive iidus- 
tries. 


The Christian Malays, produced by 


(he second wave of invasion, nre rep- 
resented by tbe Visayans. a tall an-i 
handsome race, dressing well, living i«i 
pretty homes, skilled in weaving, dye- 
ing, basket making, hnt making, wood 
carving and other handicrafts, musi- 
cians of no mean merit, tbe one group 
of natives who came early and thor- 
oughly under the influence of the early 
Spanish settlers. 


Very different are the Moros, who 


swept into the Islands from the Malay 
peninsula last of all. bringing with 
them their Mohammedan religion. al«> 
a knowledge of gunpowder acquired 
•with the Koran from the Arabs—fana- 
tics like their teacher*, pirates, blood- 
thirsty, treacherous and vindictive fel-

The prizes are divided so as to give to 
the organization scoring the highest 
number of points |3.250; $2,500 ivill be 
given to the baud scoring the second 
highest number of points and $1,500 to 
the one getting the third highest num- 
ber. 


The above division is made for bauds 


in Class A, which consist of tsveuty 
members. 
In the B class §10.000 will 


be given in prizes—first, §4.500; second, 
S3.500: third. S2,000. 


Class C. which includes bands of thir- 


ty-five members, will enjoy the division 
of $12.7oO. For the organization scor- 
ing the highest number of points a 
prize of §G.OOO has been named. 
The 


second prize is |4,000 and the third £2.- 
700. 


Bands employed by the Exposition 


are not permitted to contest. All play- 
ers must be bona fide members, and 
each musician must have been enrol leu 
at least three months prior to the date 
of the contest. Each band must sen<! 
to the bureau the name of its member.- 
and a nominal entrance fee. 


Festival Hall concerts by massed 


bands will be given at 7:30 each day 
during the contest, in which all contest- 
ing bands will take part under the di- 
rection of a distinguished conductor. 
All bands entering must agree to play 
one concert in addition to the comper- 
ing concert and massed concerts. 


A separate programme has been pre 


pared by the Bureau of ilusic for eatb 
class, and each band will play through 
the full programme of its class. Tlie 
numbers in all three programmes ure 
by eminent composers and are chosen 
with the view of bringing out the qual- 
ities of the bands performing- them. The 
list of composers includes Y\~aguer. Gou- 
uou. Offenbach. Verdi. S.-nnt-Saeus. Bi- 
zet. Strauss and Leoncavallo.
